hours of labor. The relation of capital 
and labor haa been for years discussed. 
And the mutual bearings of the wage- 
worker and p.mnliwflt— hasa. fiji'v<....tha~ 


Bonable hours. 
Hence trade-unions, 


labor organizations aud special societies 
of craftsmen and journeymen. 


.Bat while these represent the masses 


of wage-workers, there are others who 
are wittioat tho pale of this priviledged 
condition, and among them the store- 
keeper's ulerk. The day is coming, how- 
ever, when even this class will be num- 
bered among the short-hour workers. 


Already in many cities throughout the 


coast and the union such a measure haa 
been attained, and in every instance 
fraught with results profitable to the em- 
ployer and beneficial to the employe. 


If we look nearer home our attention 


is arrested by the assiduous efforts of the 
clerks of this city to accomplish auch an 
object. A movement confronts na which 
at once interests every man, woman and 
child; and the ultimate issues oE which 
will have an important bearing on our 
community. 


The clerk is not a mere unit in our 


population, but one of distinctive merit. 
Be ia a citizen, a voter, a contributor to 
the general public good. He may be 
the head oi a family, a property owner, 
and destined in the future to fill even a 
high and responsible position. He per- 
tains to a class of the readiest, if not the 
finest and most entertaining, or at any 
rate practical conversationalists. 


But he has to work hard and long for 


the bread, tho pittance that falls to his 
lot under tho thraldom of excessive 
hours. 


It is in his interest; it ia to shorten 


those hours, to bring his labor within 
reaponable timp-limiia; It is to fnrther 
the ends of his social, moral and intel- 
lectual improvement; it is to bring out 
and develop those latent talents he indi- 
vidually possesses, and which shall show 
to the world around him that he is not a 
nonentity, not a despicable machine; 
but a real, vital, essential, member of 
society, that this movement haa been 
fostered and indorsed by all the societies 
that can reach him. These are shower- 
ing their good wishes, and aiding in 
the benign ends he is working out. 
This is a work of time. The usual strug- 
gle goes on, of left and right, pro and 
con, favor and opposition. Many peo- 
ple do not realize the condition of things, 
the desirableness of the movement. A 
carpenter ran toss down the hammer at 
5 o'clock and go home to his family, hat 
the clerk, even if he be a man of intel- 
lectual culture, finer inatincta, superior 
ambition, and more -.delicate mould 
must toil on three or .four hours longer 
and even wait in attendance when the 
carpenter, the negro or the Chinese 
cornea in to spend another dollar.

After the fever of canvassing election 


returns ii passed, the board of supervis- 
or! has lucceeded in getting back to the 
routine buoinww, of which there is a con- 
siderable amount to be attended to. 


Yesterday the matter of tiring aid to 


the board of trade was under discussion 
for some time. The law permits the 
boarda of Ruperviaors to give one thona- 
and dollars annually to the furthering of 
any measure to advertiie the county. 
This is usually given to boarda of trade 
or to chambers of commerce to establish 
aud maintain exhibits and to print ad- 
vertising matter for general circulation. 
At a former meeting of the supervisors 
the Fresno board of trade was assisted 
to the extent of $250. A request for the 
other $750 was the cause of starting the 
dlacusaion. 
For over a year and a half Fresno 


county haa had an exhibit of county 
products in San Francisco. It waa situ- 
ated in the building recently destroyed 
in the Grand Hotel fire and was de- 
stroyed with it. After a considerable 
talk the Buperviaora decidad to give the 
$750 for tbe purpose of reestablishing 
this exhibit. 
The establishment of a county road in 


the North Fork country waa the subject 
of another long discussion. The road 
tias already been made and tbe North 
Fork river bridged by the North Fork 
Lumber Co., with tho understanding 
that the county would accept it aa a 
county road. 


The discussion closed by the board 


directing to pay $1000 for the road and 
$500 for the bridge.

ALL ABOUT DIPHTHERIA 


Facts Furnished by the State 


Board of Health. 


GUABD AGAINST JTS COHTIQIOH 


Hints Coneernnlg Its Pevratlon and 


Care of the Sick and Bead— 


AB to the Schools. 


There ia no disease common to human 


ity so much to be dreaded, aointractable 
to treatment and so largely fatal as diph 
theria. It is more to be dreaded than 
the smallpox or the deadly typhus, and 
those who have had experience with it 
flee from it as they would from no other 
•courge. 


The disease ia now prevailing in an 


epidemic form iu San Francisco and to 
BO alarming an extent In other sections 
of the state that the California state 
ward of health haa deemed it prudent 
and necessary to issue some facts for the 
teople concerning diphtheria. 


Though the disease haa not made Its 


appearance in Fresno and the local con- 
ditions are against its introduction and 
generation here, a few facts relative to it 
may not be amiss to parents and house- 
:eepera. Filth and uncleanliness are to 
>e avoided, as tending to depress the 
nergies and to lower the vital resistance 
of disease. The board says that whilo 
here ia much In common among the 
ontageons diseases as to the method of 
their propagation by contagion, there are 
lifferencea peculiar to each which it ie 
mportant to bear iu mind: In amall- 
K>X, the •pedal seat of activity of the 
contagium— "its breeding-places," to use 
a common term— is in the skin and its 
ruption and the contents of the vealclui, 
and in the secretions from tbe mouth 
and throat; in scarlet fever, in the skin, 
ven to the termination of thetlesquama- 
ive or peeling process, and in the eecre- 
ioni ; in measles, in the Bkln, and In 
he discharges from the month, noae, and 
air passages, and probably in the tears; 
in diphtheria, in the throat, none, or 
>ther aeat of the exudation or mem- 
tranoua deposit. 


OTHBS SOURCES OP COSXAGIOM. 


These may be considered the special 
eata or vehlcleH of contagion, while in 
all these diseases, with varying degrees 


f certainty, communication may be es- 
ablished through the breath, the pers- 
piration, the discharges from the mouth 
and throat, by articlea of clothing, or 
ther substances with which the various 
ecretiona and exhalations of the body 
may, either through the atmosphere, or 
lore directly, have come in contact. 
There is also reason to believe that the 
outagium of diphtheria is conveyed by 
tie evacuations from tbe bowels of those 
ick with the disease, and by water or 
milk contaminated therewith. The dia- 
aae eeem^ also to be capable of being 
conveyed by means of the domestic ani- 
mals, as dogs and cats, which have fre- 


uertted tha apartments of the flick. 
The disease having been Introduced in 
family, precautions ehould at once be 


taken to guard against contagion. They 


tiould be promptly isolated, only nuruea 
and physicians should be admitted to 
ho Eick room nnd no children under any 
ircumstances. It is an error to sup- 
»ose, too, that only children have the 
iseaso. 
Adults get it, too. 
Other 


members of the family should be re- 
noved beyond the possibility of con- 
tagion. The sick room should be large, 
xposed to the sunlight where possible 
nd capable of being well ventilated— 
lenty of fresh air without a draught. 
.11 useless furniture should be removed, 
uch as curtains, carpets, etc. A dis- 
infectant solution should be kept In the 
oomin an uncovered vessel, in which 
infected clothing suitable for washing, 
oiled shirts, pillow caees, blankets, etc., 
iionld be aoaked before removal from 
he apartment. They should then be 
toiled. The same disinfectant solution, 
eing stainless, may be sprinkled over 
ie bedding and carpets, when the latter 
lave been removed, or it may be occa- 
onally diffused through tbe room by an 
rdinary spray instrument, thus reacti- 
ng and destroying infectious particles in 
10 atmosphere. A aolution of eight 
nncea of sulphate of zinc(whitevitriol) 
nd four ounces of. common salt in a gal- 
on of water is recommended. All ex- 
crement should be treated with this so- 
ution and then buried ; secretions from 
10 nose and throat should be burned 
nd nurses and attendants should exer- 
ee the utmost cleanlmees. 
Corrosive 


nblimate, in the proportion of a quar- 
er of an ounce to the gallon, is an nn- 
nrpaseed germicide and disinfectant, 
tut haa the disadvantage of being cx- 
esBively poisonous, and therefore dan- 
;erous for general use. Irfcase of death, 
ie body ehould bo washed in the zinc 
olution and wrapped in sheets eoaked 
n the same. The funeral should he 
rivate, as would be that of a smallpox 
lationt. All clothes should be burned. 


TENACITY OF COUTAOIPM. 


In case of recovery, the patient should 
;ill be kept apart from the family until 


all his clothing has been disinfected. 
The tenacity of the contagious principle 
in diphtheria is admitted to be .very 
great, and ihe period of time after re- 
covery from tho disease when the danger 
of its communication to others may bo 
considered past, is as yet uncertain. 
There ia good evidence of the fact that 
the disease haa been conveyed by in- 
fected clothing several weeks, and even 
months, after having been worn. The 
room occupied should be thoroughly dis- 
infected, by fumes of sulphur, closing 
windows and nil crevices. 


As a prevention, cleanliness ia again 


urcecl, house drains should be looked 
after, also cellars, cess-pools, Olthy wells. 
A special warning ia sent out to places 
where sewera have hut recently been in- 
troduced and old cess-pools, though lull, 
were simply covered over. These are 
regarded aa unsafe. Avoided sources of 
contagion, crowded assemblies in badly 
ventilated rooms. 
When diphtheria 


occurs in a family all children connected 
therewith should be withdrawn from the 
schools. There ia probably more danger 
of tbe communication of diphtheria In 
the schoolroom than ia tho case with any 
other disease, from the fact that it often 
occurs in BO mild & form aa to bo unrec- 
ognized; yet from the mildest case the 
moat maligant may result. 


AS TO SCHOOLS. 


Sore throat, when occurring in a child, 


particularly during the prevalence of 
diphtheria, should be looked upon with 
suspicion, the more so when there ia 
fever and bod breath. The disease haa 
often been conveyed by such an one by 
kissing, or by drinking from the same 
cup. As scarlet fever may occur without 
tbe rflfih, BO there may be diphtheria 
without the characteristic membrane 
upon the throat. Avoid the ordinary 
cauiea of disease— Imprudence in living, 
exposure, 
unsuitable or 
insufficient 


clothing, and whatever can tend to lower 
the vital realatance to epidemic influ- 
ence. Sound health is one of tba bwt 


preservatives against infectious diseases

frost school? In reply t* thii query th( 
board says it cannot do better than 
giv* the nsolt of tha deliberation! • 
th« Paris Acadwr of Medicine upon 
thii lutject, as appUtd to children witL 
contagious disease; 
1. Pupils itricktt with chicken pox 


smallpox, icarltt fartr, mtasles, mtunpa, 
•r diphtheria, ihoold to strictly Uolilec 
from their comrades, 


3. For smallpox, scarlet fever, mea- 
•les, and diphtheria, isolation should no: 
be shorter than forty dayi ; for chicken- 
pox and Imtunps, twenty-five days is 
enough. 


3. Isolation should hut until after the 
patient has been bathed. 


4. The clothing worn by the patient 
at the time he was taken .sick should be 
•objected to a temperature of 90 degrees 
Centigrade (194 degrees Fahrenheit), 
and to Bulphur vapor, and then well 
scoured. 
\ 


5.. The pupU of a school, after Re- 


covery from ono of the above f\jntafwos 
diseases, should not he remitted to the 
school unless furnished with the certifi- 
cate of a physician that the above pre- 
cantiona have been observed. 
These suggestions and rulea may seem 


needlessly rigorous and exacting, but 
hose who have had near and dear ones 
itricken with the disease, who have seen 
heir awful sufferings and their gaipinga 
or life and have, perchance, followed 
hem down into "the dark valley" and 
even beyond "the shadow of death" 
into its reality, will consider no sacrifice 
too great to prevent the disease or to 
lay its ravages.

SAN FBAKCIBCO, November IS.— A large

The 
building was destroyed, the roof and 
floors falling in in rapid succession.

The latest estimate places the loea on 


the building at 125,000, making a total 
of $225,000. 


The building was known as the Wert- 


heimer building and was four stories 
high. It was practically two buildings 
with a partition of brick between. It 
had 92 feet front and a depth of 137>< 
feet. The flames had gained great head- 
way before they were discovered and 
when the alarm waa sounded they were 
leaping through the roof thirty feet into 
the air. The second alarm waa sounded

This gave the firemen a chance 
to work, and they got the fire under con- 
trol. No accurate estimate of the loss 
can be made, but is known that it is 
heavy— probably a quarter of a million 
of dollars. Liebea Bros, carried a heavy 
md expensive stock as did Saroni & 
Son and H. iHitard & Co. There wan 
alao much expensive machinery in the 
building and tbe stocks.are a total loaa.

From the Rural New Yorker: There 


IB apparently, no end to California's 
good fortune this year. The preeeut 
failure has given the fruit-growers of the 
state a chance to prove sever*! things 
which they were desirous of demon- 
strating. California fruits havo a flavor 
and excellence particularly tbeir own. 
Tbe growers are experts at packing, the 
quality of the fruit is strictly first-class 
aud it can be aold at auction by sample, 
because one sample ia as good as an- 
other. People appreciate flieae things 
and are willing to pay for them. But 
this is not the only result of the poor 
fruit vear. Nurserymen have been ac- 
customed to go to Tennessee for their 
peach pits. JSow thev buy from Cali- 
fornia. We are told" that "California 
peach pits are in about aa sharp demand 
as California dried peaches." These are 
tbe articles that have been used in 
former "years for fuel or road-making."

Complaints of sick chry pan them urns 


have been so loud and general thia fin- 
tumn that a microscopic inspection of 
thu trouble li-ds been undertaken. The 
plants fail to make any adequate growth, 
the lower leaves turn brown and dry up, 
and soon the diseased plant is uprooted 
and replaced by another, which iu its 
turn dies after the samo fashion. With 
the hand lens no signs of insects were to 
be seen and no form of mildew or rust 
was found. But when the leaves in tbe 
iirut hUigt!3 of tbe 1 rouble were torn to 
pieces with a needle and fonmps iu water 
it was found that all the- pulpy portion 
was infested with minute worms. They 
were found of various sizes and ages aud 
in great numbers. Upon examining the 
dead portions nf the plant the remains 
of these same worms were detected in 
all stages of decav. The species ii 
nematode which Peems to be the same 
a» that winch was I'ound on violets last 
winter, and n.lso at the present time, aa 
some growers have recently. reported, 
in the cultivated violet, tbe worms aro 
practically confined to the roots, where 
they produce galle in considerable num- 
bers, easily seen with the naked eye.

An Interesting Sermon by Rev. Mr. 


Sargent, «t the Congresational. 
At the Congregational church, Sunday 


evening, the pastor, Rev. Ben F. Sar- 
gent, spoke to a greatly interested audi- 
ence upon Stanley, as a missionary ex- 
plorer. The text was from the 31st verse 
of the 68th Psalm: "Ethiopia shall 
soon stretch out her hands to God. 
Following is brielsynopsis of tho lecture: 


The debt wo owe Africa is of long 


standing. 
When Jacob's family was 
starving for bre,d ho sent his sons to 
Afrcafor corn. They did not return 
empty. When all the world was in the 
eclipse of the sun of all knowledge dur- 
ing the dark ages, the institutions along 
the Nile kept alive the slumberme em- 
bers which brought back the light to 
to 
world. How fitting then in this 


hour of Africa's darkest need that we 
who have the bread of life should send it 
unto them; that we who have the light 
of life should send its bright rays even 
into Darkest Africa. It was for thin that 
Livingstone lived and labored and at last 
fell to sleep by llala, by the southern 
shore of lake Bongueolo. And when he 
was translated the mantle of this de- 
parting Eliia fell upon Henry M. Stan- 
Fey as the Elija who should still farther 
carry on the work he had beeun. .Our 
thought to-night relates to that part of 
Stanley's work which was performed in 
Equatoria for the relief oi Emm Pasha.

In the great valley 
of the Pacific coast the combined ban 
Joaquin and Sacramento, which will 
hereafter bo the seat of a great popula- 
tion, there is nothing like a lake.

At the comer of II and Stanislaus 


streets, in a building 30 feet wide by UO 
feet deep, two stories high, is located the 
plant of the Fresno Grape Syrup Com- 
pany. The institution is a new one for 
Fresno and one that will havo an impor- 
tant bearing on the profits of grape cul- 
ture in tbe county.

Tho process of manufacture is a pimple 


one. Aa the grapes are received tuny 
ar« taken up staird, where they are 
crushed in a machine specially, adapted 
to that purpose. These crushed grapes 
are then pressed in a regular wine press. 
The juii-e thus obtained is pumped into 
a tank of 3000 pallons capacity, located 
on this floor. Here they are heated by 
steam in copper coils to the boiling point 
and then clarified. Aa soon as the juice 
thus obtained has become perfectly clear 
and settled, it is drawn off iuto a galvan- 
i/.ed iron tank placed inside of a tank of 
like dimensions as tho one on tho upper 
floor, and here it isboifeddown to'a fluid 
Xxmtaining 05 per cent of Hugar. This 
boiling is very carefully done by boiling 
water heated by steam conducted about 
the tank in copper coils. This prevents 
all burning and scorching and prevents 
all possibility of taint of any sort. When 
the juice has been boiled down until the 
desired sugar point ia reached, then it IB 
drawn ou" into puncheons and is ready 
for tho markot. 


The plant consists of eight 8-foot 


tanks, of three 10-foot tanks and. one 
nine-foot galvanized iron tank, already 
described. The tanks to which no refer- 
ence has been made here are used for 
the sleeping of grapes or raisina or tbe 
production of grape juice for tbe evap- 
orating tank. The steam for the pur- 
poses of the factory is furnished by a 
new lifteen-horse power boiler. 


There having bcpn no opportunity for 


testing the capacity of the works, its 
fullest possibilities ar« not known. The 
product this year will be about 20,000 
gallons. The company was late in get- 
ting started, but it will ruu just as late 
as it can yet stock to wurk un. 


Next year the works will start in 


early and be run systematically

Grape syrup is worth from 10 to 80 


cents a gallon in the market, according 
to (juntity. It is used in the manufacture 
oi wines, mainly sherries and ports. It 
is not an ndulteration, but used in forti- 
fying and to give color and body.

LOSS OF LIFEAMORGAVHMiERS. 


Boulanser Left Island of Jersey— 


The Latest UepoHu From the 


Stale Election. 


MEHCED, Cal., November 10.— A hor- 


rible murder was ommitted last night 
near Mcn.ed Falls, A small village on 
the Merced river, about twenty milea 
from this city. John L. Ivett, 70 yearfl 
oi age, worth half a million aud with- 
out an enemy, was the victim. 
Ivett 


lived at his ranch near Merced Falls 
with his wife, a young girl of 20, to 
whom he had been married about two 
veare. He had two houses, one being 
occupied by his ranchmen, of whom 
there waa usual! v a doren, and in the 
other ho lived himself. 
The latter 


place was about200 yards from the other, 
up a alight hill. It was Ivett's practice 
to retire early, and lastevftninR he left 
the lower house iaying he would go 
home and write ft letter to his wife, who 
had been in San Franciaco for some time. 
He was not seen a^ain until this morn- 
ing when one of the ranchmen found hia 
body at the head of the stairway leading 
to the wine cellar. It is conjectured 
that after going home Ivett lit a lamp 
and commenced lo write a letter to hia 


It is supposed that the murderer rode 


up to the hoiiEB at this time, tied hia 
horse outside -and entered the room 
where Ivett was and engaged in conver- 
sation with him. Ivett, who waa a very 
hospitable old gentleman, doubtless in- 
vited the man to go to tho wine cellar 
with him, as this waa the rale with all 
visitors. It ia supposed that as they 
came up from the wine cellar together 
Ivett stopped to close the cellar door, 
when the other man struck him two 
murderous blows on the head with a 
hatchet or a similar instrument. The 
old man fell partly down tlie stairway, 
the door catching and holding hia foot. 
The coroner's jurv ia now in session, but 
nothing definite as to the identity of the 
murderer is yet known. It ia thought 
that robbery cooid not have been tlie 
motive for the crime, as no valuables in 
the house or on the body were disturbed.

Another boat had 
been launched, bat failed to catch UD 
with the first one, and a fog setting in 
thev returned to the vessel. Nothing 
was ever seen of the boat containing the 
second mate and the men, and it ia be- 
lieved the whale smashed the boat, Jdll- 
ing the occupants.

Aiken, Nat Gordon aud Charles C. Bran- 
eon are held under arrest. Aiken in a 
aaloon-keener, with a stock worth $200 
and insured for $1800. He made an 
agreement, it is stated, with Branson, hia 
bar-keeper, to burn the saloon for $200. 
Branson informed the insurance agents, 
Roberts, Austin & Darby, and an officer 
was given posseae'ioa of the knowledge.

Hcntiug Greea HOOBGB. 


In plant houses ouo of the most impor- 


tant points to be observed is regularity 
in tomponitnre. The careless method of 
permitting a liigh temperature one night 
and ft low one tho noit is too often re 
Bpoasiblo for the sickly appsarano) of 
plants which may have been properly 
treated in other respects. In extremely 
cold weather It is better to allow the 
temperature of a plant houee to fall n 
few degrees beloiv flic usual standard. 
This win "be lew enervating than n forc- 
ing 'temperature, with its rapid evapora- 
tion. W. E. Tspin sajs that during 
sharp weather, when hard firing ia neces- 
sary, it will be beneficial to damp down 
warm houses by sprinkling the walks 
and the surface under tho benches, espe- 
cially in tbe morning and evtninR, but 
this operation is not so often required in 
houses in which there aro vapor pans of 
some description placed on the pipes. 


Effects of Fertilizers on Tomatoes. 
The effects of fertilizers upon the com- 


position of tomato fruits as indicated hy 
rwralts gained at the Maryland station 
are as follows: 1. That potash has the 
effect of producing u fruit with more 
dry substance, accompanied by a slight 
decrease in the sugar !ind an increase iii 
the acid. Thia, when considered in con- 
nection with increase of yield, is favora- 
ble to the use of potash. 2. That nitrates 
and phosphoric acid have a tendency to 
product* a fruit with more than the av- 
erage proportion of water, bnt with 
moro sugar and less acid than those 
grown with potash. 
3. Tho sweetest 


tonmtocs were produced on the plots re- 
ceiving phosphoric acid. 


Sustentions to Tree Planters. 


The well known Pennsylvania nursery- 


man Samuel U. Moon says: 


Success in tree planting depends moro 


upon the proper ]>erforia;inee of the 
work and on the weather during the fol- 
lowing season than on the siact time 
when tho work was done. 


Trees should be replanted about the 


same depth that they grew in the nur- 
sery; this is easily Been by the earth 
stain on the barfe. 


Dont twist or crowd the roots into a 


small hole. Dig a large hol« and spr&id 
the roots out straight, fill the earth well 
among them, leaving no cavities or air 
spaces, and pack firmly. 


Mulching with coarse manure, straw 


or leaves is very beneficial tn newly 
planted treea. 


ilaoy treee either die at once ur stand 


gtill and don't gj-ow much for several 
years "because the land is too poor. 
Stable manure is the "best remedy. 


"Watering in dry weather is very bene- 


ficial, if done properly and liberally, but 
is labor lost if done stingily and super- 
ficially. Soak the ground thoroughly 
when it needs it.

The advent of Henry M. Stanley, the 


great African explorer, in America, and 
tho recent controverpy concerning the 
conduct and death of Major Harttelot, 
commander of the now famous rear 
guard, has added new interest to this 
work. It is in two handsome volnmes, 
magnificently illustrated and beautifully 
printed on heavy book paper and accom- 
panied by three carefully prepared maps, 
explanatory of the text. 
There are two 


steel plates of the explorer, one of Stan- 
ley as he appeared in 1SS6, just before 
netting out on his last journey, and an- 
other aa he appeared on "his return, 
gray-headed and axed, in 1SOO. 


On the title page appears the follow- 


ing quotation from tbe Koran: 
"I will 


not cease to so forward until I come to 
the place whero the two seas meet, 
though I travel ninety years." Thia 
seeing to havo been the motto of Stanley, 
and the history recorded in these vol- 
umes show how well he adhered to it. 


Mot since bis bo^k, "Through the 


Dark Continent," had anything come 
from the press of tho world that has 
added more to the geographical knowl- 
edge of tbe world or appealed more 
strongly to the humane instincts of tho 
world. It would be difficult to find any- 
thing more interesting or exciting for the 
genera! reader. It borders on the sensa-

founded on fact and leads to the enlight- 
enment of man and the glory of God. 


The work is ia the main the history of
